The initial site proposal to 
the Minneapolis Park Board consists 
of approximately 3,000 feet of track 
to be relaid on the abandoned Twin 
City Lines private right of way 
through park land, adjacent to Lake 
Harriet, and running northward to- 
ward Lake Calhoun. When the line 
was abandoned in 1954, the property 
went to the ownership of the Park 
Board, and has remained unused until 
now. This section of the right of 
way remains intact, except for some 
minor earthworke A quick operation 
can be obtained during the summer of 
1970 by relaying the section between 
Wm. Berry bridge (See map) on the
